The reply filed on November 30, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Newly submitted claims 25-26 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed for the following reasons: On June 10, 2003, the applicant elected species-Figure 3 and received a patent for the elected 
species on July 13, 2004 (parent application-09/899188). On July 15, 2005, the applicant's claims were clearly directed towards the 
species of Figure 5 (see claims & remarks page 6) and hence the applicant received an Office Action for the species of Figure 5. 
Newly submitted claims are directed to nonelected species-Figure 3 (plurality of impedance circuits is detachably connectable to the 
high frequency power supply means). 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 25-26 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03.
